Opposition Expected. 

This was merely a recommendation, 
however, for so far as could be learn- 
ed, no action to organize the proposed 
guaranty company has yet been taken, 
and it is considered likely that oppo- 
sition will be manifested on the part 
of American cotton exporters. 

The plan as suggested is generally 
regarded as a decided concession to 
the European bankers, who have been 
represented at conferences with New 
York bankers by Sir Edward H. Hol- 
den, chairman of the London City and 
Midland bank, which does an enormous 
business in American cotton bills. The 
American bankers are not especially 
optimistic cancerning the outcome, and 
some are @isposed to question § the 
practicability of the plan.

Circulars found in the office say 
that the company promotes only those 
properties of which it is the owner, 
of which it has control], and that the 
stock is not listed, as the company’s 
ralemption fund furnished a market 
for the stock on demand at a price in 
no case less than the price paid the 
eompany, together with at least 6 per 
cent for the time it has been issued.

Mr. Winn’s address was frequently 
punctuated with applause, and what 
he said to the people was received with 
earnest attention. 

In his speech Mr. Winn made the 
promise that his first official act, if 
honored with the position of mayor, 
would be to send a special message to 
council asking that the stockade prop- 
erty be sold, and divided into lots for 
residence purposes.

He commenced 
his remarks by stating that’ he had no 
unkind words to say about Mr. Wood- 
ward. He said that he was not run- 
ning for an ofice on any other man’s 
weakness, but on his merit and worth, 
and from such a viewpoint he desired 
the voters to act.

FRANCE SCOTCHES 
HAILROAD STRIKE 


Repressive Measures Damp- 
ens Spirits of the 100,000 
Men Who Are Out. 


Paris, October 13.—The arrest~of 
some of the most prominent. strike 
leaders, and the failure of the large 
majority of the employees of the East- 
ern railroad, the Paris, Lyons and 
Mediterranean and the Paris-Orleans 
‘roads, to respond to the strike order 
have had the effect of dampening the 
spirits of the strikers, who now num- 
ber about 100,000 men, and of encour- 
aging the government to continue its 
repressive measures with a firm hand. 

Many of those who have been called 
to the colors have responded, but as 
yet they have not been ordered to serv- 
®ce on the railroads. The subway 
employees who last night voted to 
strike, remained at their posis today, 
thereby averting a very serious sit- 
uation. 

Tonight, however, the strike de- 
clared by the electricians’ is partially 
effective. About half the city of Paris, 
including sections of the boulevards, 
is without electric lights, and many 
electric cars are stranded for lack of 
power. 

Owing to the energies of the pre- 
mier and the minister of public works, 
it has been possible to maintain com- 
munication with the points from which 
food supplies are brought into the 
elty, and these communications wi)l be 
kept open at any cost. Paris, there- 
fore, is no longer in any danger of 
Starvation. .

The reduction plant is something 
new here, but all other large cities 
have them. These plants take dried 
kitchen garbage and reduce it to fer- 
tilizer filler and grease. Out of every 
ten tons of garbage one ton of filler 
is extracted, which is worth from $8 
to $10 per_ton. Out of every forty 
tons of garSage there is produced one 
ton of grease, which is worth $25 per 
ton. All of these plants in other cities 
are making good profits. If Atlanta 
should build one the reduction plant 
would pay for itself. 

Building this plant means that the 
board of health will have to adcpt 
new rules or the city will have to pass 
an ordinance requiring further restric. 
tions as to garbage. It will mean that 
all refuse will be divided into three 
classes. The first is what is Known 
as kitchen garbage; the second is 
trash, consisting of tin cans, paper, 
etc.: the third, ashes. This will 
necessitate three cans for garbage.

PLAN APPROVED

Beverly, Magss., October 5.—Presi-

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. WHERE DOES THE COLONEL STAND? 


In New York state the republicans are being told to vote for 
the Roosevelt state ticket and to indorse the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law and President’s Taft’s administration. 

In the insurgent west the republicans are being urged to rally 
to a genuine tariff revision standard and thus to condemn the

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“LET THIS WAR BUSINESS STOP.” 


Adding significance to the recentiaction of the Grand Army 
of the Republic in Atlantic City, General Charles H. Grosvenor, 
of Ohio, dealt another blow at the irreconcilables, north and south, 
in his speech the other night at Chattanooga. 

The occasion was the annual oration before the Society of the 


Army of the Cumberland and of the survivors of Wilder's brigade. 


General Grosvenor could not have chosen a more appropriate 
site than the shadows of Lookout mountain for his plea for what 
may genuinely be called the “new nationalism.” 

“Let this war business stop,” he said. ‘We are a race of 
Americans. The past ts in the past.”

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PENNY POSTAGE IN SIGHT. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock is to be congratulated on the 
splendid record he has made in reorganizing the postal service and 
in planning to make it self-sustaining. 

He now makes the prediction that within another year there 
will be no postal deficit, but the department will be paying its 
own way. 

The next step is PENNY POSTAGE. 

The postoffice department comes more intimately in touch with 
the great mass of the people than any other branch of the govern- 
ment. When penny postage becomes an established fact, its bene- 
fits will be felt by every man, woman and child of 90,000,000, for 
all, at some times, use the mails. | 

It is not necessary that the postoffice department should earn 
money. The service rendered to the people is something that should 
be performed, even if it is necessary to perform it at a loss. 

But the application of business principles to the postoffice serv- 
ice can effect a saving without curtailing the service or impairing 
its efficiency. This Postmaster General Hitchcock has demonstrated. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, the deficit in the post- 
office department was $17,000,000. Last year another deficit of 
about one-half that figure was accumulated. 

During the year just ended Mr. Hitchcock turned back into the 
treasury $6,000,000 of the appropriations made by congress» BE- 
CAUSE THE MONEY WAS NOT NEEDED. 

The next step is to meet all operating expenses out of the postal 
revenues and the establishment of the penny postage. 

That the latter is no longer an “iridescent dream,” but easily 
within the range of possibilities at.an early date, is gratifying news. 
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ELIHU ROOT FOR CHIEF JUSTICE. 


That Senator Elihu Root, of New York, has been slated for 
the position of chief justice of the supreme court of the United 
States by President Taft, is an announcement .that upsets all 
previous calculations in regard to this office. 

Heretofore it has been considered as settled that the place would 
go to former Governor Charles Evans Hughes. 

The announcement to the contrary, contained in The Wash- 
ington Post, will be accepted by the country as inspired. 

This means that two New Yorkers will be elevated to the 
supreme court bench within a few weeks, or a few months, of each 
other. While a protest may be expected from other sections of the 
country, President Taft is said to be resolved to secure the best 
men he can find regardless of geographical lines. 

Than Senator Root there is admittedly no more able jurist or 
sound legal mind in the fraternity. The great forensic skill he dis- 
played in the fisheries case at The Hague brought him world-wide 
recognition as a lawyer and advocate. His private practice brought 
him considerable wealth. 

The naming of Senator Root will be in violation of the tenta-

UF OFFICE RECORD 


Hon. James G. Woodward, candidate 
for mayor, made his:«third speech of the 
evening at Gans hall on Peters and 
Fair streets, last night before an as- 
sembly of nearly 400.

Cook announced 
yesterday that the three’ constitutional 
amendments voted upon in the recent 
state elecion were carried by majori- 
ties of from 16,000 to 23,000.

“For amendment of constitution (al-

| beyond constitutional limit’’ ), received 
.38,324 votes. 

“Against amendment of constitution 
‘(allowing city of Augusta to issue 
bonds beyond constitutional] limit’), re- 
ceived 14,927 votes, a majority for of 
25,397. 

“For ratification” of amendment 
(permitting counties to levy taxes for 
educational purposes), received 33,552 
votes. 

“Against ratification” of amendment 
(permitting counties to levy taxes for 
educational purposes), received 17,048 
votes, a mejority for of 16,504. 

“For ratification” of amendment to 
paragraph 1, section 13, act 6, of the 
constitution of this state. (Regulating 
the salaries of judges of the supreme 
and superior courts of this state), re- 
ceived 32,784 votes. 

“Against ratification” of amendment t, 
paragraph 1, section 13, act 6, of the 
constitution of this state (against rez- 
ulating the sal es of judges of the 
supreme and superior courts of the 
state), received 16,775 votes, a majority 
for of 16,009. 

The work of consolidation will be fin- 
ished within a few days, and then the 
newly elected legislative officers will 
take their positions.
